Speech From (ho Throne Delivered l>y tho 


Mikado in r<jr«on. 


HutosniHA, Japan, Oct. 19.—A ses- 


sion of parliament was held here yester- 
day. 
The speech from tho Ihroue was 


delivered by the mikado hi person. His 
majesty said that he had decided"to 
convene , an extraordinary session, and 
had given directions to his ministers to 
submit for .the deliberation of the diet 
a bill providing for increased expendi- 
tures of the army and navy. 


He declared that he was greatly 


pained that China should have forgotten 
her duties in regard to the maintenance 
of paace iu the uast in conjunction with 
Japan." "She having brought about the 
present state of affairs, however," pro- 
ceeded the mikado, aud "hostilities hav- 
ing been commenced we "will not stop 
until we shall have attained our ob 
jects."

SEW BASE BALL DEAL 


Formation 6f a NewCircult For 


Next Season. 


EIGHT-CLUBS AB.E REPRESENTED. 


It Will Bo Styled the American Associa- 


tion of .rinse Bull Clubs, Representing 
Pldladulphln, 
Nvw * York, 
Brooklyn, 


WaslUnjitpii, Cltlcii^o, Pittsburgh and fllil- 
waukee aiirf Another Western City. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 19.— Boso ball men 


representing six cities quietly gathered 
together iu a room iu the Colonnade 
hotel, this city, at noou yesterday, and 
after six hours' deliberation and discus- 
Bi6nT?raii£ E. Kiohter, editor of a sport- 
lug paper, who acted as spokesman for 
the. party, announced the formation ot 
the American Asspciation of Base Ball 
Clubs with a circuit made up thus far of 
Philadelphia, New York, Brooklyn and 
Washington in the east, and Chicagof 
Pittsburg and Milwaukee in the west. 
The eighth club is to be located in St. 
Louis. Detroit, Columbus or Buffalo, 
with chauces^avoring the latter. 


The mooting was composed of the 


following gentlemen: William Bafiiie, 
representing Brooklyn capitalists, gen- 
erally understood to he the owiiers-of 
Ambrose park; W. B. Becaunou,, repre- 
senting !Now York parties, rumored to 
control the Polo grounds, the lease -for 
which has been heretofore held by the 
National League team of thid city; F. 
C. Bichter and \V. Kames of Philadel- 
phia, who, it is Baid, kopo to secure the 
old grounds used by the f amoua A'chletiu 
club of the once powerful American 
Association; "Walter Hewitt aud M. K. 
Scaulan of Washington, well kuov,-n iu 
connection with base ball at the nation- 
al capital a few years ago; A. C. Buck- 
enbnrger, a base ball manager of na- 
tional celebrity, and A. L. Leroy, repre- 
senting Pittsburg and Fred Pf offer, the 
head of the now organization in Chica- 
go. H. D. Quluii of Milwaukee waa 
represented by proxy, but he is expect- 
ed here. 


The would-bQ magnates were con- 


fronted upon thoir arrival in the city by 
the announcement that Al Johnson, 
the wealthy Cleveland capitalist, who 
had been looked upon as the hacker of 
the now organization, had withdrawn 
his iiuancial support and decided to have 
nothing to do with base ball hereafter. 
Not the least case down, however, by 
4his unexpected move, the (lulegatos 
organized at uoou by choosing Mr. 
Bichter us temporary chairman, Mr. 
Hewitt acting as temporary secretary. 


It was decided to organize a new 


American association, with a circuit 
comprised of tho cities represented, all 
the delegates having shown financial 
backing satisfactory to the convention. 
Applications for membership were re- 
ceived from Buffalo, Detroit, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Providence ami Coiutubus. 
These were referred to a. committee, 
ponding the arrival an IMday of a dele- 
. gate from Buffalo. 
It was decided to' 


name the nuw organisation tho Ameri- 
can Association of Base Ball Clnbs. 


The constitution reported by a com- 


mittee, composed of Messrs. .Knmes, 
Bftruie awd Bcanlan, was then adopted. 
This constitution limits the member- 
ship to eight cities, fixes the life of .the 
association at 10 years, defines 'the 
duties of the president, secretary and 
board of directors, regulates the con- 
triiot and control of players, and pre- 
scribes rules for the championship, 


Tho gate receipts are to be divided 


equally, after tho payment of 10 per 
cent into the general fund, which must 
be maintained at $25,000. Each club is 
to be permitted to regulate the matter 
o£ free admissions, according to its own 
judgment. The regular admission waa 
rbied at 25 cents auft permission to play 
Sunday games was accorded to all clubf 
that desired that privilege. Exhibition 
games bulween Association clubs dur- 
ing the championship season sire abso- 
lutely prohibited. Transfers of games 
williiot be permifctt*. The buying and. 
Belling of ball players' releases is pro- 
hibited by tho constitution. The sec- 
tions relating to membership and full 
receipt division can not bo amended ex- 
cept by unanimous consent, thus pre- 
venting any "throw-downs" whatever. 


It was also decided that tho doubly 


umpire systoiu should ho used. Each 
clmb must adopt for its .team a distinct- 
ive style and color of uniform to be 
worn at Lome and not to be changed 
during the season. Said color and stylo 
ranst bo registered with the secretary 
and can not he used or infringed upon 
by the other association clubs. String- 
ent rules were also adopted on tho sub- 
ject of dirty boll playing and rowdy 
conduct on the field. 


It was deckled that there should be no 


fight with the League if the Association 
could avoid it. In pursuance of this 
policy it was decided to respect all con- 
tracts and to play a non-conflicting 
schedule.

At S:ao o'clock the delegates got to- 


gather again and discussed the situation 
until nearly midnight, when 011 ad- 
journment was token.

FIRST TRANSATLANTIC STEAMER. 


£ho Wav Mn.Amcricnn Vcisel 


Sails mid Steaui. 


The,flrst Bteiimer to cross the Atlantic) 


wns an Amovioau vessel called .the Sa- 
vannah. Sho \vus a steamship, and used 
lioth sails aud steam, aud was trallt by 
Crocker & Pickett at Corlear's Hook io 
New York city. 
The present belief is 


that sho was built l)y a party of capital- 
ists -who intended to sell her to some 
foreign monarch. She was commanded 
by Captain Moses Rogers and was a 
ship rigged vessel -,of nearly 400 tons. 
Sho had a horizontal engine, which was 
placed between hor decks, and her boil- 
ers wero in tho lower hold. 


It is generally admitted that the Sa- 


vannah sailed from New York in 1819, 
going to Sa7aimuh, her namesake, in 
seven days, four of which she need 
Bteam. There sho was chartered by the 
city corporation to go to Charleston to 
take 'President Monroe, who was then 
traveling through the states on a pleas- 
ure Qxcnreiou. Ha failed to accept the 
invitation, and the boat returned to Sa- 
vannah. 
After remaining at this port 


for Eomo (lays and taking ont parties 
of curiosity as well ns pleasure seekers 
the Savannah sailed for Liverpool, 
reaching it after a voyage of 18 days, 
eevon^of which wore made under Eteam. 
Tho arrival of .the strange looking ves- 
sel, with huge clouds of Bm^^ascend- 
ing from her decks aud obsonrnig hor rig- 
ging, cansed quite a commotion when 
sho entered St. George's channel off 
the city of Cork, and tho commander of 
the British man-of-war, lying in the 
harbor thought nhe was a vessel in dis- 
tress and sent two.cutters to board her. 
Everything found all right, however, 
the Savannah was allowed to proceed 
on her way, apd thousands of people 
greeted her ns sho steamed up the Mor- 
eey to Liverpool ^with t!io American 
flag flying at hor Head. 
The Savannah 


then made a trip to Copenhagen, Crou- 
Btadt and St: Petersburg arid then re- 
turned to this, co'antry, where she was 
relieved of hor steam apparatus and 
for many years ran as a packet between 
New York and Savannah, finally going 
ashore aud breaking up ou'Long Island. 
The Savannah WUF, of conrso, a side 
wheeler, and as'it was impossible to 
carry a sufficient supply of fuel in her 
to'keep np steam on a long voyage her 
wheels were removed during good sail- 
ing weather and eanvaa substituted. 
The king of Sweden wanted to bny the 
boat when it was abroad, but the deal 
went through. Now, those are tho facts 
about tho first steamship that over cross- 
ed tho Atlantic oceau.^—Washington 
Star.
